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ELBA RESCUE SQUAD NEWS 


The Elba Rescue Squad now has four members who have received 
Emergency Medical - Intermediate training which certifies them by State 
Health Dept. to start IV’s, perform intubation and defibrillate a patient who 
has serious heart problems, With a critically ill patient, or one who has been 
im an accident and has lost a large amount of blood, “‘it is essential that an IV 
be started prior to transportation to a hospital,’’ says Sonny Inman, of the 


Elba Rescue Squad, ‘These problems can very readily be a matter of life or 
death.’’ 


According to state law, says Inman, an EMT-Intermediate must have voice 
contact with a doctor at the hospital which has been designated as a Medical 


Control Hospital; the Medical Control Hospital in this area is Humana 
Hospital in Enterprise. 


“To make direct voice contact with the doctor in the emergency room 
requires sophisticated radio equipment,"’ says Inman, ‘‘and one means of 
this communication is a mobile telephone located in the ambulance. Cost of 
this equipment is $2,,000. The rescue Squad is constantly endeavoring to 
update both training of personnel and equipment on board without calling on 
the community for financial help. We are unable to buy this equipment; 
therefore we will begin a fund drive to raise the $2,000, and we solicit the 
help of everyone. Donations may be taken to either bank in Elba, or given to 
auy rescue squad member; or mailed to Elba Rescue Squad, P.O. Box 264, 
Elba, AL 36323. All donations are tax-free. This needed eqquipment could 
Save a life any day - and that life could be yours!”’

In appearance Miss Lula is an 
attractive lady who has pretty silvery 
gray hair which she wears neatly ina 
bun, and deep-set greenish-gray 
eyes. 

The day we visited her, she was 
crisp and fresh-looking in a pretty 
turquoise and white dotted dress. 


She was born October 23, 1892, 
in the Bullock Community, one of 
eight children of Mr. and Mrs.

She was admitted to the nursing 
home on July 9, 1987, Her roommate 
is a lovable lady whom we've already 
met via these pages, Mrs. Pearl 
Lunsford. 

Mr. Alcus said, ‘She seems to 
like the nursing home pretty good 
now she’s more content,’’ in 
response to our question. 

Prior to her admission to the 
nursing home, Miss Lula had made 
her home with Mr. Alcus and Miss 
Ellen, and had done so since the 
death of her husband in 1971. 

Some of Miss Lula’s favorites 
include the color ‘‘pink;'’ flower - 
“she loves them all - she enjoyed 
growing flowers as long as she was 
able;’’ season - ‘summer,’ and 
laughing, Mr. Alcus added, 

\“‘because she was cold-natured!’’; 
holiday - ‘‘Christmas - I remember 
Mama used to go out in the woods 
and gather vines and other greenery 
to decorate the house;’’ food - '‘She 
enjoyed almost anything except 
seafood, and I'll tell you why -- one 
time she had a fever and had to take 
cod liver oil, and it smelled fishy; up 
to that time she would eat fish, but 
since then, she's never liked fish!’’

Elba Church Softball Games In Full Swing

A black bear recovered this 
summer in Lauderdale County, Ala,, 
truly earned the title of ‘‘Arkansas 
Traveler."* The 26§-pound male was 
discovered June 20, 1987, as it hid in 
a drainage culvert near the Gravelly 
Springs Community, “10 miles 
northwest of Florence. The bear was 
In serious condition due to gunshot 
wounds that had become infected 

Conservation officers and animal 
control officers immobilized the bear 
with drugs injected by a dart gun and 


transported the animal to the 
veterinary clinic al Auburn 
University. Doctors at the clinic 
worked diligently but could not 
Overcome the bear's extensive 


injuries. The animal was quietly and 
mercifully put to sleep 

News of the bear soon brought a 
call from Wildlife biologist Joe Clarke 
of the Arkansas Game and Fish 
Commission. Tags taken from the 
ears of the bear confirmed its 
identity as one well known to Clarke; 
it was first captured in the Ozark 
Mountains in April, 1985, and moved 
to an island in the Mississippi River. 
It was three years old and weighed 
200 pounds. 

A month later it was discovered 
feeding in a soybean field in 
Louisiana, and Arkansas biologists 
recaptured the bear and moved it

Win Westbrook is making a habit 
of being a hero, 

Saturday he saved a 91-year-old 
woman in a burning house. And that 
is the second time he has rescued a 
stranger from a fire. ; 

Seven years ago he received the 
State Farm Good Neighbor award 
after he pulled an unconscious man 
from a burning building near 
Glenwood in south Alabama. He 
spotted the fire, left his car running 
and hurried inside. His quick action 
probably saved the man’s life, said 
Westbrook’s wife, Sherrie. 

On Saturday morning, the 
28-year-old Hoover man was driving 
to a friend’s house when he noticed

The smoke was thick, Westbrook 
said, so he crawled snake-like back 
to the room where Mrs. Posey was.

‘*They didn’t even have electricity 
when she moved in.”’
